DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This Office Action is in response to Applicant's Amendment filed June 18, 2009. Claims 1 
and 10 have been amended. No claims have been added. Claims 2-7 and 11-12 are canceled. 
Currently, claims 1, 8-10 and 13-14 are pending. 

Response to Arguments 

2. Applicant's arguments, see page 6, with respect to newly added limitations have been fiiUy 
considered and are persuasive. The rejections of claims 1 and 10 have been withdrawn and are 
discussed below. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 1, 8-10, 13 and 14 allowed. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: As discussed previously. 
Brown et al. (US 5,1 18,948) teach a direction finding radiation detector that uses a scintillator that is 
spHt in the circumferential direction and calculates the incident direction by geometric formulas 
rather than simply calculating the proportion of the total incident radiation on each detector. Other 
direction finding detectors (US 2005/0121618, US 5,659,177) use ratios of products of the incident 
radiation or take ratios of the detectors signals to determine which part of the detector received 
more radiation which indicates the original direction of the radiation. Prior art of record does not 
teach or fairly suggest a scintillator that is spHt circumferentially such that radiation incident on each 
section is compared to the total incident radiation by forming a ratio in order to determine the 
direction of the radiation.
